each test stand. whey were ¢iven instructions by a staff officer, The engines 
on we test stands ran all day lonc., From LOO to 500 men were assisned to work 
there.

There were four or five more cutted buildings which hed been unde - reconstruction 


since the summer of 1918, The buildings were similar th German barracus. They 
were allerediy te be used by ararr units. 
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
